BILL CODY, TWAIN 
AND HILL LINKED 
IN $35,000 SUIT

iter father. who was a rivet mate of 
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Macon, Ga., February 25.—(>)— 
Colonel C. M. Wiley, 85, ordinary of 
Bibb county for 38 years and one of 
the most prominent men in middle 
Georgia, died at his home here at 5 
o'clock this afternoon. 

He was a colonel in the Confederate 


army and had been a trustee of the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home in Aftlan- 
ta. He was also prominent in secret 
societies and in civic affairs, 


Colonel Wiley was born in Macon. 
He was the son of Dr. John D. Wiley 
and Mrs. Ann G. Wiley. With the 
exception of the time that he served 
in the war between the states he had 
spent his whole life here middle 
Georgia. 

He attended the public schools of 
Bibb county and had jr ¢ completed a 
course at the Georgia Military Insti- 
tute at Marietta at the outbreak of 
the war between the states. He im- 
mediately enlisted in the Confederate 
army and served under Gneral Lee 
and General Jackson from April, 1861, 
to April. 1865. After leaving the army 
in 1865 Colonel Wiley engaged in 
farming in Houston and Bibb counties. 
He was chosen Macon’s chief of police 
in 1883, which position he held until 
he was elected Bibb county ordinary. 
He was a member of Macon lodge No. 
>. Free and Accepted Masons, Knights 
Templar. Knights of Pythias, Odd Fel- 
lows and had been a member of the 
Methodist church since 1859. He was 
worshipful master of the Macon lodge 
of Masons for two terms, grand com- 
mander of the Knights Templar of 
Georgia in 1898; chancellor comman- 
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of Pythias for two terms. and had 

been a member of the Bibb county 

board of publie education since 1889. 
Married Eatonton Girl. 

In December, 1863 Colonel Wiley 
was married to Miss Sarah Juliette 
Reid, of Eatonton. Six children were 
born to this union, all of whom are 
dead. Lawson Brown, a grandson, is 
his only survivor. 

For years Colonel] Wiley has been a 
leader in eivie affairs of Macon and 
also active in secret societies of the 
city. He was so popular that he was 
reelected to the office of ordinary. 
which he has held for more than 38 
vears, year after vear without cpnosi- 
tion. And when opponents entered the 
political race against him Colonel 
Wiley made no campaign, solicited no 
votes and yet was returned to the of- 
fice which he had held so long and 
faithfully. 

Of the two bodies of which he was

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THE TREATMENT FOR 
RUNNING EAR. 

The other day we ieft the doctor 
examining a youth’s running ear and 
considering what to do about it. The 
ear had been running quite regular'y 


for four years, since an attack of scar- 
let fever. The lad had faithfully tried 
out the sovereign remedy of numero's 
kind neighbors, “‘outgrowing it,” but 
it was nv good. _He had grown fast 
enough yet he just couldn't outrun tae 
ear. He had also got by two or three 
old-time doctors who had suggested 
that it might be just As well not to 
meddle with such a thing. Some ef 
the old doctors are so nice and tactful 
that they can stretch a point any 
time in order to defer to the fixed 
concepts of the laity. 

The doctor recorded the degree of 
deafness in the affected ear, the gra‘i- 
ulation tissues or. polyps he found in 
the middle ear cavity, the extent oi 
caries or decay of the bones insiue 
the drum, the state of the perforation 


in the drum, and the extent to which 
the mastoid cells behind the ear were 
already involved in suppuration 
purulent inflammation. 

In the majority of cases of running

;the mastoid cells are infected.

When an ear has been running a 
year or more it is time to think of 
surgical intervention. 

Well, let that idea simmer. The doe- 
tor does not vish to alarm the patient 
needlessly, nor does he want to let 
the patient drift aléng to a serious or 
perhaps fatal mastoiditis or meningi- 
tis, complications which sooner or latur 
happen in enough cases of chronic run- 
ning ear to command consideration in 
every case, 

The doctor in this case gives ihe 
ear cavity a thorough irrigation. He 
investigates the state of the rear nasal 
passage and the Eustachian tube, the 
natural ventilating and drainage chan- 
nel of the ear cavity. He instructs 
the patient to save the cotton and 
keep no plugs in the ear canal; if the 
discharge is so profuse as to require 
a dressing to absorb it, insert nothing 
in the canal but keep a loose bit c7 
absorbent cotton in the outer pocket 
of the ear and’ change it frequentlys, 
in order not to interfere with ventila- 
tion through the outer ear canal. Plug- 
ging a running ear is one good way 
to keep it running. Probably a good 
many cases of chronic running ear 
would spontaneously clear up if the 
victim did not keep the ear so care- 
fully plugged, mainly because they 
fear they may “take more cold” in st. 

The ,doctor instructed the young 
man to report for treatment three 
times a week. He gave him a soli- 
tion of 19 grains of boric acide in an 
ounce of alcohol, with instructions to 
‘put several drops in the ear three 
‘times a day. 
| This 2 or 3 per cent alcoholic soli- 
‘tion of boricacid has earned some lit- 
tle reputation as a remedy for chronic 
running ear. Of course it cannot have 
much effect when. there is bone necro- 
sis, which demands radical surgical 
treatment, but a certain share of cas2s 
of chronic running ear do clear up 
after the use of the drops for a few 
weeks. In some cases the alcoho! 
alone is sufficient, by virtue of its 
drying and antiseptic action. Tie 
addition of the boric acid prolongs th-« 
antisepti: effect. 


QUESTION AND ANSWERS. 
Honest Liniment Is Worth While. 

I notice in one of your talks you 
said liniment does not penetrate 
the skin. My wife is under treat- 
ment for an injury of her arm and 
the doctor prescribed some lini- 
ment . would like to have 
you tell us what the correct treat- 
ment should be. (T. J. E.) 
Answer—In the same talk I pointed 

out that liniments often do good vor 
give relief nevertheless. I advise you 
to use the liniment the doctor pre- 
scribed. I'd use it 01 my injured arm 
if my doctor prescribed it. Dishonest 
liniments or other surface applications 
whick purport to “penetrate” are gen- 
erally worthless, but honest external 


;remedies which good physicians often 


prescribe may be of great value in 
giving relief. When systemic effects 
aie produced by such external remedies 
it is due to the absorption of the 
volatilized substance through the 
lungs. Local effects, such as counter- 
irritation, of course do not involve the 
question of absorption. Only when 
the skin is cut, punctured, abraded 
or blistered can any medicine or poi- 
son be absorbed through it.

My own opinion is that marriage 
as we know it will neither endure 
nor disappear; it is a human insti- 
tution, and, like other human insti- 
tutions, it will change. 

Certainly one understands those who 
see in divorce the dawn of free love, 
for divorce made easy enough reduces 
marriage to something very like free 
love. Divorce is a new thing from the 
popular point of view. It existed in 
(;reece and in ancient Rome, but main- 
ly for men. It almost disappeared un- 
(ler the influence of Christianity, un- 
til the last century. Now we hear that 
the American rate is one divorce in 
ten marriages, while that of Chicago is 
one in six. 


reling and starvation—some sort of 
marriage is the only way of register- 
ing the information. 

Some sort of marriage will there- 
fore survive to the end of time, be- 
cause there will always be a tie 
because men and women will always 
want to form homes. Those who do 
not agree with me should remember 
that the higher animals—namely, the 
mammals and the birds—form very 
united families.

“Here is free love,” since they can | 
almost procure a divorce by filling 
in a form. But however natural it 
may he to be deceived, if one is de- 
ceived one is wrong. I am convinced 
that those who fear free love are 
wrong. 

Consider what happened in Russia. 
As soon as the bolsheviks came into 
power the marriage system disappeared 
and was replaced by free love; but by 
degrees Russian marriages were regis- 


stered by an official, and now they are 


performed in the regular way by agents 
of the soviet. 

Why is this? The answer con- 
tains the whole future of marriage. 
Russia abandoned free love year by 
year as Russia allowed private prop- 
erty to form again. 


The soviet probably did not realize 
the relation between marriage and 
property, but it is very intimate. 
Where there is no property and where 
children pick up a living like animals, 
you do not need marriage. Where the 
community owns all property, and 
therefore takes care of the children, 
you do not need marriage. But where 
men and women have something to 
leave, it is essential that the state 
should know who is to have it when 
the owners are dead, and the state 
must know who is responsible for the 
child. Otherwise there will be quar- 


at all. 


Of one thing I am sure: marriage 
will not become more difficult. 


| Continual pressure is .put upon the 
| legislator to demand of people who 
' want to marry that they should pro- 
| duce certificates of health, of identity 
and of morals. That will never go 
very far, because we know only too 
well that any impediments put in the 
way of marriage bring about immorali- 
ty. In time to come marriage will be 
as @¢asy to contract as it is today, but 
~ will be subject to a hhman divorce 
aw. 


I believe that divorce will he 
granted without any formality to 
couples who happen to be childless, 
since their divorce affects no one 
else. On the other hand, I believe 
that public opinion is turning 
against the present system, which 
allows a child to know three or four 
fathers in as many years. That is 
to say, divorces where there are chil- 
dren are likely to be suspended for 
some years to give ‘the couple a 
chance of reconciliation. 


@n other words, I do not believe that 
the future will be loose or harsh.

These giants derived from those of the 
Renaissance, who in curn apprenticed 
their genius to the transcendent art 
of the ancient Greeks. 

You have an honorable lineage, and 
there is not the slightest reason to 
deprecate it or the foremost place of 
its inheritors. If today we esteem 
beauty above ugliness and reason 
above violence it is because artists of 
every age and realm have infused in 


us a measure of their inspiration and | 


their power. 


Nobody dreams of music in nell, and |

Can you tell me the origin and 
meaning of the word “conscience” 
and trace its history? 

Its first comprehensive term is 
“suncidesis,” a Greek word implying 
consciousness of what one's self has 
witnessed or others have done, and 
also knowledge gained by reflection, 
or, as we should say, by consequent 
judgment. 


The idea behind the term “sunei- 


desis” was that of a power in men and 
women for ethical judgment to which 
their experience testified. They recog- 
nized moral distinctions objectively 
long before any corresponding subjec- 
tive discrimination was exercised. But 
though analytical Greek minds pre- 
pared the way for a more accurate de- 
lineation of man’s moral nature, its 
inevitable issues were recorded in tlie 
earliest religions of Egypt, India, 
China and Persia. 


These widely different faiths agreed 
in representing the admonitions of 
conscience as the edicts of gods who 
were to be feared rather than as the

How much marketability an inves- 
tor requires of his securities in order 
to keep his dollars within the safety 
zone is entirely a matter of individual

needs and purposes. The proper 
amount necessary to a satisfactory in- 
vestment varies with different indi- 
viduals. For the business man, for 
example, who may be required to draw 
upon his reserves quickly, a high de- 
gree of marketability of securities is 
very essential.

The fact that 
a bond is very easily sold indicates 
that theregis a wide and active de- 
mand for ft, and, as with every other 
commodity, the greater the demand the 
higher will be the price. The investor 
who insists upon a high degree of 
marketability will accept, in conse- 
quence, a lower rate of return. 

If an investor expects to borrow 
occasionally from his bank by deposit- 
ing his bonds as security, he will find 
marketability an advantage. On ac- 
count of its gdvantages in this respect, 
the readily salable security is worth 
what it costs. For the investor who 
will need this advantage, however, a 
high degree of marketability in a. se- 
curity represents an extravagant waste 
of investment capital.

The turning over of the fourth floor 
of the Administration building for the 
use of the law school; the reelection 
of the faculty for another year; the 
vanouncement of the appointment of 
a committee to investigate the hous- 
ing of the fraternities of Mercer; 
the announcement of an impending 
survey of Mercer by three leading 
educators; the reading of the report 
of Dr. Rufus W. Weaver, president 
of the university and a letter to the 
trustees from Miss Sallie Boone, Mer- 
cer librarian. 

The reorganization plan of the uni- 
versity as adopted by the trustees 
calls for the’ regular College of Arts 
and Sciences as is now at the uni- 
versity; the establishment of only 
two professional schools, the law 
school and the school of theology; the 
‘recognition of three former  profes- 
| sigaal schools, journalism, 
and ecucation, as semi-professional 
schools and the continuance of the 
graduate school.

Senator Ransdell, democrat, Louisiana, 
brought to the attention of the senate 
today a plan for obtaining a new mar- 
ket for low grade cotton by using it in 
the purposes now filled by jute.

and uniformity of the bale and the 
ability of its covering to withstand fire 
and damage.

The uses of cotton bhagging would 
| not be limited to covering cotton bales, 
ihe asserted, but would extend to the 
packing of furniture and many other 
products, in which jute or burlap now 
are used.

‘STUDENT CONFERENCE 
10 ADJOURN TODAY 


Emory University,. Ga., February 
25.—(Special.)—“Should we recognize 
Russia? How can we recognize her 
when her main purpose is to under- 
mine and destroy our own govern- 
ment?” Thus spoke Dr. Emmett Kil- 
patrick in his address Friday morning 
at Emory university in continuance of 
the student conference on internation- 
al relations being held at Agnes Scott 
college and Emory university. 

Dr. Kilpatrick based his address, 
“Soviet Russia From a Moscow Dun- 
geon,” on personal experience while 
he was prisoner in Russia. He fought 
in France with the A. E. F., and after 
the close of that war, he fought with 
the Polish army against Russia. Still 
later he joined Wrangel’s white army 
against the bolshevik regime and it 
was during this time that he was 
captured, narrowly escaped from 
death several times, and suceeeded in 
being released only when Secretary 
Hoover promised to send food to fam- 
ine-stricken Russia. He is at present 
professor of romance languages at 
University of South Carolina. 

His address dealt mostly with the 
destruction and horror that he per- 
sonally came in contact with as a 
prisoner of soviet Russia. 

“Destruction! Why everything the 
bolsheviks touched was destroyed. 
They stripped their nation of every- 
thing of value. A suit of pajamas was 
a luxury there. Kings, princes, prin- 
cesses, consuls, professors, from 40 1.a- 
tions were packed into the prisons of 
Russia and ;ome shot every night. 
Approximately 20,000,000 died under 
the bolshevik scourge. It was indeed 
the worst revolution that ever came 
upon the world.” 

League Is Active. 

Dr. Huntington Gilchrist, of Au- 
burn, N. Y., assistant director of the 
mandates section of the Secretariat of 
the League of Nations, addressed the 
conference on “The Prospects for 
Further Consolidation in Europe for 
1927,” at 8:30 o’clock Friday. He 
declared that “the position of the 
league is weakened by the absence of 
certain large nations in its member- 
ship, but it is doing great work in 
coordinating the governments of Eu- 
rope, especially in regard to boun- 
daries. The league has been useful 
in minimizing political frontier ques- 
tions. It is developing an interna- 
tonal public spirit among the na- 
tions.” 

Edgar H. Henderson, professor of 
philosophy at University of Georgia, 
charged President Coolidge with 
political motives in the forming of his 
Latin-American policy. The _presi- 
dent. Mr. Henderson said, either 1s 
seeking to “maintain his own stand- 
ing and that of his party with big 
business by assuring the great inter- 
ests that their property rights al- 
ways will be protected by the govern- 
ment at all odds and that ag meee 
ly enemy. bolshevism, will be "struck 
a fatal blow” or he desires “to unite 
the attention of the American peo- 
ple upon external dangers, real or 
imaginary, and so avert their atten- 
tion from domestie policies which 
would divide them.” 

The conference will adjourn Satur- 
day. Bishop W. P. Thirkield will 
give an address at 9 a. m. at the 
Agnes Scott chapel on “The English 
Speaking People—Will They Fail in 
Their Mission to the World?’ The 
final meeting will be a business ses- 
sion at 11:30 o'clock for report of 
committees and summary of confer- 
ence.
